\Seoul--“Neewoe) At the fourth meeting of the Seventh Session of the 
Supreme People’s Council which was held fram $ to 11 April 1985, the 
Nerth Korean peppets proposed an inter-Korean parliamentary talék after 
Jeliberating om am agenda item entitled “the implementation of «a 
orectical measere designed to effect saticnal recomciliation and 
contidence amd to ease tension in the country between the North and 
the Sowth.~ 


The meeting peswed the report of fo Tam, secretary in charge of the 
wnification problem and chairvan of the Fatherland Peaceful Unifica- 
tion Committee. om thet matter after bolding « discussion sessian; 
amd it adowted « letter sddressed to the National Assembly of the 
aa. 


The parliamentary talk proposal sade in the same of the Supreme People’s 
council proposed as its asjor agenda item the adoption of “a joint 
Jeclaratiom of som-aeggression between the North end the South”; and 

it said thet “Serth Eores would be ready to agree to apy BME proposal 
in additiom to those regarding that astter. As for the method of 
woldine the talks, it proposed either «a joint session of par! iament« 

rf «2 sessiom of perliamentary representatives. 


The first methed of holding “a joint session of both parliaments” 
proposes that both representatives and national assemblymen of ‘Yorth 
and South Korea fointly attend « -ienary sessionof the BOK Nations! 
Assembly and discuss the agenda icem aentiomed above; and the second 
method of bolding « session of perliamentary representatives proposes 
thet delegations of both sides, each of which is asde up of chairmen 
and vice-chairmen of both parliaments and am appropriate sumber of 
oarliamentary representatives of political parties of both sides be 
naped and bold « seetinc.

Purthermore, it was also proposed that the North-Sowth perl iamentary 
talks be comwened at the earliest date, and that « preliminary comtact 
be made at P* anmenjomis early in May between business representatives 
named by chairman of both sides. 


Neamvhile, the Sorth Koreams set forth the secessity and just ificat ioe 
for their =coposal as follows: “It is « satural duty of politicians 
who are cherged with grest responsibility for the cause of the country 
and the sation to bold a Sorth-Sowth parliamentary talk under the 
preseat circumstances.” They then comtended that “the Supreme People’s 
Council of the North and the National Assembly of the South represent 
the whole sation in their nature since they inclusively comprise 
politicians of all political parties of both sides, that dialogues 
will thus be beld om democratic grownds, and that the will of al! 
circles and strata will then be reflected sufficiently om those 
problems discussed at the serting.~ 


In respomse to such a proposal of the North side. « plenary session 
of the 12th National Assembly of the 20K unaninossly-—-both the covern- 
sent and som-govermment partices--adopted « reply and sent it to the 
Sorth side on 3} Jume. In the reply the “etianal Assembly welcomed 
the proposal for the opening of North-South parliamentary talks to 
discuss secessary matters for enacting a cnification constitution 

and for building up the foundation for unification, and it proposed 
that the isewe of emacting a unification constitution be de! iberated 
at the talks instead of the sonaggressice declaration proposed by 

the morth side and that a preliminary comtact for such talks be ade 
at P* ammunjoce during the coming month of July--five aational assenbly- 
sent from esch side would come to the talks. 


As for the changes in the agenda items proposed by the North side, the 
reply enunciated reasons for the changes as follows: “Our side has 
long been emphasizing that the isswes of essing tension between the 
Sorth and the South and of setting forth «2 policy toward peace aust 
be settled rapidly by the responsible authorities of both sides. We 
are comviaced tit the problem of som-aggressicon declaration should 
be duly discussed at 2 meeting of authorities of the governments 


of North ead South Koreas, which have authority as well as responsibility 


for practically implementing such « som-aeggression dec laration.~ 

In this way, although the North and the Sowth vary in their stands, ome 
can see something in common in their advocating the necessity of holding 
a Sorth-Sowth perliamentary talk. 


2. Progress in the Dialogue and the Directicr of Strategy 


Their proposal for the North-South perliamentary talks has some sote- 
worthy points in terms of its process and content. 











The first point is that the prepesal was deliberated at the Supreee 
People’s Cowzci!l SIT. their lecislatiwe organ, and was nade ir the name 
of the Cuuncil. It may safely be e.id that the SPC is « kind «! puppet 
by means of which Kim Il-some"s 4espotic system is camouflaged snd 
“the Vorkers Party's” policies are lesally justified; but, as. «matter 
of torm, it is 2 supreme sover*icn orranization and is orcant af 
through electicrc. 


Thess it is different in sature from their wrificat.or orzanis at ions. 
such as, “the Fatherland Uni‘ication Democratic Froet™ ‘Fatherland 
Front!) sad “the Fatherland Peaceful Unification Committee [ FRUC!.” 


“The Fatherland Front™ and “the FRUC™ are som-auethority oresnizations. 
wheress the SM btbelomes to the category of am suthoritr. 


Until recently ther put up in frost asinly som-suthorities sreanizat ions, 
such as “the Fatherland Froat™ aad “the FRPUC™ in desline with the iseuc 
of emificatiom. Sowever, they this tise put ep the SPC, woich mar be 
called «a sewereien organization, a5 «4 parteer of the disloev ve. 


The second point is that ther are expecting: t*at the isewe of th 
North-South som-aggression declaration wil! be Cis wssed; amd that even 
a meeting of high level persomaces wil! be held to materialize that 
declaration concretely. 


Their proposal clearly pointed owt the fact that President Choe Yu-thwan 
had already proposed the same; apd it combined the talk with « hint 
lewel meeting. What ther called « Sich lewe! meeting mar be interpreted 
2s 2 summit seet ing. 


Such a stand may be interpreted os + fundamentally different ome from 
thet which ther Sed teten ep to thet time: thet so meeting whatsoever 
can be held with the South Korean seuthorities. In particular, they 
called the president of South Kores “President Chon Tu"bwan.” This ma 
be interpreted a6 « strome indication that « chanmee came ic their 
attitude. 


when ome sees the proepect of the disalogwe strategy in the light of 
such characteristics as cited abowe. it seems that the dialorwe vil! 


ewolwe in the followier direction: 


First. the sediustment of comditions tor the tripertite talé. 


The tripartite talk was proposed ino Janeary last veer. What it sined 
at was to comclude « sesce treaty with the United States. Thus it 
has something common with the oropoes!,. which was alreedy aaede in 
1974. for a peace treaty with the United States. 








As is already mmown, this proposal was comweved to the leited States 
through the PRC. Theimited States" stamd toward the proposal was oot 
that of emtirely rejectiag it. The Umited States is stil! heoldins it; 
accepting the propesal was comditionmed om the Werth em the Seeth 
holding comtacts and restcring trust between then. 


Thus euch 2 stand aay be interpreted 25 ome thet the United States 
may accept the tripartite talk proposal if the Nert»—Seeth relat loms 
develop to «a certain extent. 


When the North Korean puppets first proposed the trimpertite talk, it 

was designe’ to comclude 4 peace treaty with the “mlted Stetes tiret 

and them to declare som-aecgressia@n with South Eores. Howewer, when 

they are faced with our side’s “theory of sett!ine matters between

The parliamentary talk is in fact + talk Setweem “the sowere ine 
authorities” of the North and the South. it = <« regarded « .

Observed from such an angle a6 this, ome «» lear! ee that the

Second, encowragement of political “collaberatio.”~ 


Since both sides are evolving the North-Sowth dialogwe in order to 
realize their coum emification formula, there aust be differences in 
their evolving sethats. 


The North side bas always aade «2 point that there cust be “col laboratice™ 
im the dialogwe om the basis of the principle of “s package deal of 
political sett lemenr.~ 


Sech a stand is Gwe to their formula of access to wrification. Thus 
they have taken a stand to oppose our |proposed! peaceful coexistence 
between the North and the Sowth and owr formla of sccess which is 
gradual and fumctionslistic. 


Thes they put ep “collaberation and exchange™ as am agenda item at the 
first ecomomic tala. At the secomd tala, ther changed the word 
“collaboration” into “cooperation” and proposed that an “economic 
cooperation joint coemittee”, which would be co-chaired by personages 
of vice-premier level. be established. Such «2 practice may have come 
from their “collaboration” tactics. 


The same practice was seen at the North-Sowth dizlogwe in the 1970's: 
it is meothing mew at all. We aay say that they would comtinwously 
employ that “tactic” umless they change their enification formla. 


Therefore, at the “Sorth-South perliamentary talk, too, « dSilateral 
talk formula would be emplored at the beginming of the tala; however, 
after the talk gets shead to some extent, ther would put up the 
problem of establishing “s foint sechanies.~ 


It is safe to say that ther will focus efforts om this point in 
peshing the parliamentary tali. 


Im other words, it is crystal clear that they will eredually turn the 
North-South perliamentary talk into a system and will try, in the 
lomg rum. to eperade the talk into “a political collaborative sechasise.~ 


These they may think thet doing so would brine the situation closer to 
the political establishment called “the Confederal Republic of Koryo,”

The North side bas comstantly put up sultileteral collaborations and 
exchenge.

tion o the perty polic.«+ and to bring wp further local indwetries for th.

Such a fact was recently rewesled when « series of persoeme! octions were

positions of responsible officials of local perty and government organize- 
tions: the responsible secretaries of the party at the existing “prowinc ia! 
(directly administered city)” level shall comcurrently seeume the posit ions 
of “chairmen of the people's committees” of the sam leve!. 


It seems that the North Korean puppets” recent seeseres, taken to sake com- 
current the positions of responsible secretaries of the party at the local 
“provincial (directly séministered city)” lewe) and those of chairmen of the 
people's committees at the same level, were designed to eliminate inet fti- 
ciency in the implementation of policies and Sbedgets and in the sobilizet ice 
of ssmpower--the inefficiency caused by the dowble-standard guidance system-- 
the party end the pecple’s committee--in local séministration, to effect 
efficient implementation of policies, and to omify the commend-survei! lance 


systeo. 








In other words, the system of organizational comtrol of the North Korean 
puppets has been, until recently, that in which priority was given to the 
party and under which the policy of the party was the policy of the state. 
Thus, umder such a system, “the Central People’s Committee” exercised cootro! 
over “local people's committees” which were tantamount to local sdéuinistre- 
tive organizations; and their function was te coméuct guidance and surveil- 
lance on the taplementation of the party policies. Thus the problem they act 
was the intricacy in which there were two guidsence-surveillance suthoritics 


in the local séministrative systex. 


In this way came the inefficiency of the Ecoromic Guidance Committec, « 
subordinate organization, and the weakness of North Kores’s econcey and o* 
local administration. Thus 2 seasure devised to deal with the inefficieny 
ond weakness was a shatfle in which the responsible secretary of the provir- 
cial party dbranch came to assume comcurreat!y the local people's committee 


chairmanship. 


In Article 34 of Chapter 4 of the party cowemant, it is clearly stated that 
the local party branch shall comduct guidance sot only ower the organization 
and implementation of work within its jurisdiction but also over the stzin- 
Article 125 of Chapter 9 of the Consti- 
tution charges “the local peopie’s coamittee™--as « local sowereign organi- 
zation--has the duty of comducting work guidance over the state organizations, 
business enterprises, and social organizations in its jurisdictional srea.

The printed matter classified owr ecoscey a6 4 “subordinated” 
and “dependent™ ecomomy and called the struggle for the protection of 
survival rights, “deliverance of the people.” 


The printed matter distributed by the “Yousei University Antiforeign 
infliwence People’s Protection Struggle Committee” om April 10th, under 

the same principle, severely criticized the approwsl of intevested and 
recent owersess ¢iplomatic policy a8 4 traiterows act. The opposing foreign 
inflwemce is dowdtlessly concentrated on the USA and Japan. 


The declaration sanmownced by the Seoul Mationsl University student 
committee sociology department om April Jéth stated “The victory of the 
New Kores Democratic Party at the last election is the result of a tierce 
struggic bdbetweer the Anti-People and Public power, and the People and 
Public power.

Thws it is secessary to sccuaulate gradually iadependent 
selt-designs anc applied techaoclogy for growps of goods, through the sale of 
which 4 SOBusiaess profit towadation say be laid despite the sausll smount of 
waties ites productive. Amd those Susiness enterprises which employ the 
sttetegy of comprehensive sixture of goods will SBecome lucrative.
